More Newspaper Men Than Politic.

DENVER, Colo, June 30.~From
present appearances it is probable that
the majority of the delegates and
alternates to the democratic national
convention will be in Denver only a
ghort time before the convention
opens  Thus far not a single state del-
egation has arrived, only a few have
started and it is & fact that there are

more newspaper men on the ground
than politiclans, Probably the first
active participants in the convention
to reach Denver will be those who
left Chicago several days ago in auto-
mobiles and who visited Lincoln yes-
terday on their westward journey.

The most important event of the
day bearing upon the convention was
a meeting of the committee on con-
vention arrangements which was call-
ed to order at ten o'clock.  While the
committee which recently named
Theodore A. Bell of California as
temporary chairman did not propose
to select & man for the permanent
presiding officer that matter came up
for discussion. It is generally under-
stood that the men for this pasition
will be Henry Clayton of Alabama.
While he is known to be the personal
choice of W, ], Bryan, no opposition
is being offered to his selection al-
though several names have been men-
tioned in connection with the place.

The committee devoted the greater
part of the time to the seating of del-
egates and to the letting of contracts
for tickets, ballots and other work of
that kind incidental to the convention.
The finishing touches to the conven-
tion hall are being rapidly made and
th edecorations are now all in place
with the exception of the bunting,
which will be draped around the boxes
and the speakers rostrum.

All of the available space in  the
hotels already has been reserved by
the state delegation and such visitors
to the convention as were prompt in
applying for rooms, and the Denver
Convention League, a non-partisan
orgamization, has volunteered to pro-
vide quarters in all sections of the
city. The League has adopied the

plan which was first used nt the
World's  Columbian  Exposition at
Chicago and has since been put in

practice in other parts of the country
upon occasions of a4 similar nature
A burenu of information in charge of
campetent And well informed men has
been established at the Union depot
where all rooms with the price and
other particulars concerning them are
listed

Applicants upon calling at the bur-
ein are directed to  quarters, The
rates for ull of these rooms are estab-
lished by the convention League and
not by the owners of the houses
Guides will be furnished 1o such peo
ple as feel themselves unable to reach
their rooms with difficulty.  They will
also be furnished with a card which
s written the price to be paid for the
room,the card constituting a contract
between the houscholder and  the
